Claims 1-29 are presented for examination.

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not teach the claimed method, apparatus, or system that automatically updates a write log 
that identifies blocks addressed by write command during a user session on a platform, after 
completion of the user session identifying modified blocks on the storage device from the write 
log, and in response to identifying modified blocks, automatically replacing the data in the 
modified block with backup data from a different storage device.
